At  the  Southern  Prep 
School  meet  at  Vanderbilt,  the  af- 
firmative team  took  second  place 
with  Lionel  Barrett  voted  the  top 
debater  at  the  meet.

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MBA  Joins  SEB 

On  May  7,  1958,  MBA  was  de- 
lighted to  receive  the  notice  that 
it  had  been  accepted  as  a member 
of  the  Secondary  Education  Board, 
a privilege  which  will  mean  much 
to  MBA  in  the  years  to  come. 

What  Is  SEB? 

The  Secondary  Education  Board, 
founded  in  1924,  is  a national  as- 
sociation of  400  elementary  and 
secondary  independent  schools.  A 
unique  feature  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  that  in  its  affairs,  teachers 
have  an  even  more  influential 
voice  than  the  headmasters  and 
headmistresses.  It  is  the  only  na- 
tional organization  for  independ- 
ent school  teachers.  The  Board 
aims  to  serve  the  school  as  a 
whole:  teachers,  pupils,  adminis- 
tration. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  SEB  is 
threefold:  (1)  to  promote  high 
academic  and  ethical  standards  in 
the  independent  schools  of  the  na- 
tion by  supplying  them  with  data 
and  materials  that  will  help  them 
to  achieve  these  standards;  (2)  to 
offer  an  effective  means  of  cooper- 
ation among  independent  schools 
and  to  encourage  them  to  ex- 
change information  and  experi- 
ence with  one  another;  (3)  to 
strengthen  friendly  relations  and 
cooperation  between  independent 
schools  and  public  schools  by  urg- 
ing members  to  share  with  the 
public  schools  the  benefit  of  their 
experience  and  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunity to  experiment,  as  well  as 
to  be  warmly  receptive  to  the 
ideas  and  experiences  which  the 
public  schools  can  offer. 

The  Bureau  of  Research  of  the 
SEB  is  in  charge  of  the  Junior 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  best 
known  as  the  "JSAT.”  The  JSAT 
is  one  of  the  Board's  most  im- 
portant achievements.  A secret 
test,  similar  to  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board’s  fa- 
mous Aptitude  Test,  it  is  devised 
to  test  the  fitness  of  pupils  who 
have  finished  the  elementary 
grades  to  do  work  in  the  second- 
ary grades. 

The  SEB  is  a member  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education, 
the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board,  the  National  Council  of  In- 
dependent Schools,  and  the  School 
and  College  Conference  on  Eng- 
lish. So  one  can  see  that  it  is 
quite  an  honor  to  be  a member 
of  the  SEB  and  it  will  mean  much 
and  help  out  a great  deal  in  the 
years  to  come  at  MBA. 


New  Era  Foreseen 

A general  expansion  of  the 
MBA  system  is  planned  for  next 
season.  A wider  range  in  all  ac- 
tivities will  be  available,  estab- 
lishing an  even  higher  value  of 
our  school  to  each  student. 

Also  planned  is  the  addition  of 
new  academic  facilities  and  the 
remodeling  of  certain  parts  of  Ball 
Hall. 

Three  new  subjects  will  be  in- 
troduced: biology,  medieval  his- 
tory, and  modem  European  his- 
tory. There  will  be  great  em- 
phasis on  mathematics  and  Eng- 
lish. These  two  subjects  will  be 
required  in  all  four  high  school 
grades. 

In  addition,  we  will  be  very 
privileged  to  have  several  elec- 
tives. They  include:  art,  foren- 
sics, and  glee  club.  This  will  be 
qn  excellent  opportunity  for  many 
to  develop  creditable  talents. 

In  addition  to  our  several  lan- 
guages, the  sciences  to  be  offered 
and  the  grades  in  which  they  are 
preferred  are  as  follows: 

General  Science — 9 

Biology — 10 

Chemistry— 11 

Physics— 12 

Only  one  of  these  is  actually 
required.
